Perhaps, like me, you are in this hobby for plain enjoyment, and for the 
great deal of intangible satisfaction it can bring. There are more of us, | 
think, than most “investment counsellors’? would suspect. If so, and if you 
are wondering just what numismatic areas can give you the greatest divi 
dends in pride of ownership for a relatively modest investment, I can sug 
gest several. The most eye-catching, I think you will agree, is the uncut 
sheet of “broken bank notes,” a fine display for the den wall which need 
cost a few dollars at most. 

The uncut sheet, normally an unsigned “leftover” in the wake of bank 
failure, is an attractive document. Most notes of the nineteenth century 
were printed in sheets of four, one note beneath the other, and the four 
notes may have been of the same or of different denominations. Our illus

tration is one which never fails to attract attention, a small sheet of splen 
did steel engraving, having two notes of such high denominations that it 
was unusual to find them being produced for nineteenth-century banks. 

Since note circulation was restricted, and tied to bank reserves and other 
such factors, most banks would have preferred to circulate 100 fives 
rather than a single five hundred dollar bill. ({t is interesting to compare 
how, when Canadian chartered bank circulation was sharply curtailed 
after 1935, the higher values were the first to disappear.) These two notes 
a $500 and a $1,000 of “The New Orleans Canal & Banking Company, 
are the work of the firm of engravers, Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, 
who were incorporated into American Bank Note Company after 1858 
The notes have ornate reverses, and can be presumed to date from a few 
years prior to this time 

An added interest to many such old bank notes is the contemporary 


flavor of the artwork: note the old sidewheelers on the $500

$8. to $10. a roll. A check of several banks was made, the answer as 
usual, we don’t have any. A call to the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York by phone got us the answer they were out of them since Aug- 
ust, and none available. There must be more coin collectors than 
we think there are?

It 
could be a Similar situation as 
the 1913 Liberty nickel, none 
struck officially but later (6) 
were known.

The coin project—the Hawai- 
ian Statehood Commemorative 
gold-bronze coin—was conceived 
by officials of the Maui Chamber 
of Commerce. The size of a silver 
dollar, the coin bears the imprint 
of the great seal of Hawaii as 
redesigned under statehood, to- 
gether with the names of all in- 
habited islands. 


The coin sells for $1, postpaid 
(surface mail) from either Hon- 
olulu or Wailuku, Hawaii. De- 
signed by Fred Ward, president, 
and EK. Marion Sexton, manager 
of the Maui Chamber of Com- 
merce, it was stamped by the 
Wendell-North-western firm of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


The first 40,000 coins contained 
the misspelling of the Island of 
Oahu (shown on the coins as 
“Ohau”) hence collectors in Ha- 
waii bought them furiously fol- 
lowing publicity attendant the 
error. The project sponsors have 
reserved approximately half the 
total for Mainland collectors 
when it became apparent that 
purchasers would want one of 
each, the incorrect and the cor- 
rected coins. 


It is expected that some 150,- 
000 of the commemorative state- 
hood coins will be stamped and 
sold. In Hawaii, the coin may be 
used in hundreds of co-operating 
retail establishments, if the pur- 
chaser wishes, aS a medium of 
exchange. The coin may be re- 
deemed at the Maui Chamber of 
Commerce for full value until 
July 1, 1960, terminal date of 
the sale. 


The coin is the only one being 
offered in Hawaii under the plan 
described. 

Mail orders may be sent to 
Junior Achievement of Hawaii, 
P.O. Box 2053, Honolulu, Hawaii, 
or to the Maui Chamber of Com- 
merce, P.O. Box 138, Wailuku, 
Hawaii.

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CANADIAN PROOF-LIKE SETS 


By Starr Gilmore 


One of the Canadian numismatic mysteries centres about the 
1987 proof sets that were issued to honor the accession of King 
George VI. An unknown and very limited number of proof sets were 
also minted to honor his father, King George V, but of the few, 
none were made available to the public. The term “specimen sets 
that is used to describe them means the same thing as our proofs. 


According to the record, 1,295 specimen sets of 1937 were put 
out and sold to the public through the agency of the Bank of Can- 
ada, and a small number of them were minted in 1938. They were 
sold both in boxes and cardboard holders. As most of us are aware, 
the accession of an English ruler practically always means the put- 
ting out of proofs to commemorate the occasion. But in the case of 
King George V such was not the situation, reference being made to 
1935. The reason in this instance concerned the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the reign of His Majesty. 


Until I knew better, it was my mistaken assumption that it 
would be fairly easy to locate a few of the 1937 sets, an assumption 
which I soon discovered to be an error of serious sort. After no end 
of trouble, I finally located two sets; one in Australia in the pos- 
session of Sydney V. Hagley, and one in England that was in the 
hands of Spink & Son. The very modest price of $45 was asked by 
the latter for their set, one in a cardboard holder. 


Spink & Son assures me that the present whereabouts of the 
sets is no small mystery to them. The offer of one for sale is prac- 
tically unknown and anyone who supposes that most of them are in 
Canada would certainly appear to be mistaken. Spink & Son thinks 
that a fairly large number may be in England and are in the hands 
of persons who are not collectors at all; that these people purchased 
the sets to mark the occasion, have put them away, and have large- 
ly forgotten about them. 


Unfortunately for many, the term ‘‘proof-like” has been the 
cause of more trouble than a little, especially to the novice. In 
answer to numerous inquiries received on this point, the Royal 
Canadian Mint is obliged to state that no such things as proofs are 
minted; that the coins put out in the sets are merely uncirculated. 
This is all right as far as it goes, but unluckily the statement is not 
wholly sufficient and needs amplification. 


Canada, to the best of my present knowledge, is the only coun- 
try in the world today which issues proof-likes and the Mint never 
uses the term at all. Collectors use the term because it is accurate 
in describing coins of such character. Proof-likes are struck from 
highly polished chromium-plated dies; are intended and supposed to 
be only for collectors; are handled with all the care given regular 
proofs, but are struck at no greater pressure than any of the other 
coins. Proof-likes have a bright mirror-like finish and are without 
scratches or blemishes of any kind. Further, the dollars, and the 
dollars only, are struck as proof-like singles in addition to those put 
in the sets. Coins of any other denomination are confined strictly 
to the sets. 


The other kind of uncirculated coins are not to be confused 
with the proof-likes. These coins begin their career in cloth bags to 
the value of $100 each, the cents excepted. The last named are put 
in bags of 2,000 each to the value of $20. It naturally arises, from 
the manner in which they are handled, that scratches and abrasions 
must be expected of such pieces although it is true that some of 
them escape without marks. The best of these go on the market as 
brilliant uncirculated, are purchased by dealers, as well as being 
requisitioned by banks, and a limited number get into circulation. 


Although the Mint Reports never mention them, at least a few 
genuine proofs, confined entirely to the dollars, are probably struck 
every year and are given as presentation pieces. Persons so honored 
fall into the very important category. For example, the royal visit 
of 1939 saw proof dollars of the year presented to the King and 
Queen and also to Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret. I should 
perhaps make plain that this one instance is mentioned in the Mint 
Report of the year and is explained at some length. All proofs are 
struck under double pressure. 


There is not much present probability that genuine proofs will 
be struck for sale to the public. Pressure has been brought upon the 
Mint toward this end but objections have been raised which seem to 
me valid at this time. If the situation could be changed, then the 
story could be one of different kind. 


In the first place, no one supposes that the Mint is in the bus- 
iness of trying to see how much money can be made on the present 
rate. The production of proofs would require a decided increase of 
time; would require the employment of more personnel, and would 
doubtless necessitate the further purchase of expensive and highly 
specialized machines. Of course, such changes could be affected, but 
in such an event it is reasonable to suppose that an increase in price 
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would become necessary. Further, more than a few, including the 
writer, are well enough pleased with the present proof-likes. More 
than a little, I am inclined to look at things as they now are from 
the point of view of the Mint. 


Beginning with 1935 and until 1949, the Mint was not directly 
concerned with the sale of coins to the public. And as long as this 
state of things continued, those who wanted Canadian dollars or any 
of the other denominations had to purchase them from the banks. 
As a result of this and keeping in mind the way the coins were 
handled, getting together in complete sets for any given year coins 
in beautiful condition proved a thing not always easy to do. 


Improvement began in 1949 when we for the first time encoun- 
ter the “sundry persons” item in the Mint Reports. This means 
exactly what we should suppose it would mean; namely, that col- 
lectors and dealers were purchasing directly from the Mint coins 
that might be desired without resorting to the banks. It should be 
noted that the inclusion of the mentioned item indicates the growing 
interest in Canadian coinage. Further, from 1949 on, the “sundry 
persons’ item shows very nearly a steady upward climb. 


With 1951 a further change took place and the present proof- 
likes made their debut. However, not in the cardboard holders that 
are now familiar to collectors. Instead, they were put out in stapled 
cellophane containers and in no very great number. And this partic- 
ular situation continued until 1954. It might be supposed that the 
change would have been effected in 1953, the year of Her Majesty’s 
Coronation, but such is not the case. We may assume that the pre- 
sent cardboard holders will be in use for a long time to come. 


Collectors who possess 1952 sets which show the dollar without 
water lines are fortunate because they are not numerous. There is 
no way of knowing how many of them there are. Although the omis- 
sion of the lines may be considered a defect, at least from the Mint 
point of view, it is no serious one and the uninitiated would pass it 
over without notice. The majority of the sets are confined to those 
with water lines. 


Two types of sets occur in the mintage of 1953; namely, those 
which show Her Majesty without shoulder straps and those which 
show her with them. The first type was brought to my attention by 
John Holden an Iowa dealer, and he informs me that he sold a few 
of such sets. They certainly cannot be very common and are rarely 
if ever offered for sale. At the expense of some time and trouble, 
those who live not too far south of the border can get circulated 
coins of this kind together and thus make a set. Of course, I natur- 
ally exclude the dollar. 


All pieces of the earlier strikings are of the wire edge type. 
From the evidence at hand, most of the 1953 sets would show the 
shoulder straps and are the flat edge type. Although it is possible, 
I doubt the existence of any sets with flat edge coins showing the 
Queen without shoulder straps. True enough, there may be trans- 
ition sets between the two extremes. 


A few words of explanation concerning the ‘no shoulder straps” 
coins may be in order. Although the master dies from the Royal 
Mint appeared wanting in no particular, yet such was not the case 
for it proved necessary to raise the relief. The desired changes had 
to be made in the Mint by laborious handwork, and until they were 
brought about, all denominations showed the same small defect. And 
it was during this experimentation that the coins of flat edge type 
came to the front. 


Sets containing the 1955 Arnprior in proof-like condition are in 
the hands of a few collectors. The best possible estimate of the num- 
ber places them at something like 200. The proof-like sets with these 
dollars went without notice for some time and there may be a few 
possessing them who have never noted this particular prize item. 
It was a matter of pure luck that I had a chance to purchase one of 
these sets. As far as my present knowledge extends, none have ever 
been advertised. 


There should be, and no doubt are, at least a few 1957 sets 
which show the dollar with one water line. And again, the holder of 
such a set may look upon himself as being in luck. It goes without 
saying that it is very easy to overlook the small details of finish 
that are represented in the water lines. There are not supposed to 
be any variants in the 1958 or 1959 sets. However, I am by no man- 
ner of means willing to think such a thing impossible. But if there 
are variants, no one has yet come forward to say anything about 
them. 


For some unexplained reason, and until recently, the Royal Can- 
adian Mint did not give out figures on the number of proof-like sets 
and singles that were put out and this made more than a few any- 
thing but happy. It is more than a pleasure to all of us that this 
situation no longer exists. Figures for 1958 show the issuance of 
18,978 sets and 14,978 single dollars. The quite unprecedented size 
of the 1958 mintage (3,039,564) would make it seem more than pos- 
sible that the high water mark of the sets has been reached.

OLD ATTIC FINDS 


Savon 


A recently found old newspap- 
er clipping stated “Refuse New 
Nickels As Real Money” as a 
heading. The article was from 
the Sunday Post of Boston, Mass. 
March 2, 1913. 


It seems that back in 1913, the 
well known Liberty nickel was 
on its way out and the 1913 In- 
dian Head nickel, better known 
to collectors as the buffalo nic- 
kel was making its debut. This 
was the year of the famous 1913 
Liberty nickel, not a regular issue 
but later to be a valuable but 
mystery coin. It wasn’t until 1920 
that they were known to exist 
(6) pieces. Back to our story, as 
I read this brown crumbling clip- 
ping I found it amusing and 
could well imagine the havoc the 
new nickels were causing to the 
non collector. Maybe some of our 
readers may recall it. The follow- 
ing is the context of the clipping.

Store Keepers Shy As 
80,000 Are Put 
Out in Hub 


The 80,000 new ‘buffalo’ nic- 
kels which Uncle Sam let loose in 
Boston yesterday caused all sorts 
of trouble before night. 

The coin collectors of course 
welcomed them, but the keepers 
of small stores generally refused 
to accept them as real money. 

The design-—an Indian head on 
one side and a charging buffalo 
on the other—bears no resemb- 
lance to the current nickel. Then, 
too, the new coin is much lighter 
than the old. 

The date is at one side of the 
centre in very small figures. 

SEEM BADLY MINTED 

Most of the coins received in 
Boston yesterday seemed to have 
been badly minted. Most of them 


looked like amateur efforts at 
counterfeiting, according to 
bankers. 


An added trouble was found in 
that the new nickel does not al- 
ways work perfectly in the tele- 
phone coin boxes and nickel-in- 
the slot machines. 


Inasmuch as Boston’s first in- 
stalment was but 100,000 of the 
25,000,000 coined at the mint, a 
limit had to be fixed, and only 
$2 could be secured by any indi- 
vidual, whether a regular custom- 
er of Uncle Sam or an eager coin 
collector. For banks, business 
houses and large corporations, 
the limit was placed at $10. 

When the doors are reopened 
tomorrow, there are only 20,000 


_ left for distribution, occording to 
Chief Clerk Lincoln.

without interest in the sets. And also to be re- 


membered is the fact that there is a strict limitation of purchase. 
There is no such thing as ordering a thousand sets and probably 


never will be. 


It may seem that I have written at some length on the subject. 
But if I have done so, then it has been because the Canadian situa- 
tion is more complicated than is true of the United States. My infor- 


mation has not been gained without hard work for the reason that 
I was forced to begin on the basis of unfamiliarity. 

From what I know of things overseas, it seems reasonable to 
suppose that English, Australian, New Zealand, and South African 
interest in Canadian coinage will continue to increse and the col- 
lectors of crowns in these countries are unlikely to neglect the 


proof-like sets.

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Within very recent years the 
number of Numismatists has in- 
creased at least ten-fold. The 
majority of this increase was felt 
in the Lincoln cent branch of col- | 
lecting. This was the easiest to| 
find, the most convenient to) 
house, and the most widely ad- 
vertised series. This rapid in-| 
crease in the number of collectors 
caused Lincoln cent prices to 
virtually soar compared with 
most other series. With the Bi- 
Centennial change in design many 
thousands of persons will become 
interested and start collections. 
A person will not hesitate to put 
a small, almost cash valueless 
cent into an album hole, but 
many persons will think twice 
before putting common _ date 
dimes in albums. They would just 
soon spend if with the cash value | 
being ten times that of the cent. 
When it comes to quarters and 
silver dollars it just isn’t done by 
those who have already had a 
start on their collections.. I be- 
lieve it is safe to say that over 
90% of all coin collectors started 
with a set of cents or maybe nic- 
kels and then slowly rose to lar- 
ger denominations. When one 
considers that a good majority 
of the ten-fold increase is still in 
the relativly beginner stage, go- 
ing throug thousands of rolls of 
cents, digging out scarce ones, 
and buying what they cannot 
find; with many investors hoard- 
ing scarce singles and rolls, you 
have a fast disappearing group 
of key coins. A recent conserva- 
tive estimate placed the number 
of collectors at five million which 
is expected to double in another 
ten or so years. Using the con- 
servative estimate we find that 
some of the Lincoln issues are 
already out of the reach of col- 
lectors. Take the 1909-s-vdb with 
only 484,000 minted. This would 
be one for every ten collectors. 
In other words MOST of the be- 
ginners will never be able to fill 
up even a Lincoln album. Even 
if the already high price were to 
go on higher (which it is appar- 
ently doing) it would receed out 
of the reach of most as compe- 
tition grows keen. Many persons 
own more than one piece of the! 
rare dates and many of the scarce 
dates. They seldom wish to part 
with them and are quite satisfied 
to keep them in their collection 
even if the market price rises 
300% or more. To bear out this 
Lincoln popularity I will mention 
proof sets. Even though in most 
years they were minted in quan- 
tities considerably less than key 
Lincolns their price has remained 
stable for three years while the 
key coins have continued to rise 
steadily. 


All of this leads and points to| 
the one new field of collecting— | 
mint errors. Almost evéry, type" 
of mint error can now be found 
in circulation and they occur in 
every series. Mint errors are still 
within the reach of an average 
collector who could assemble an 
attractive set of types or a spec-

ialized set such as clipped plan- 
chets. While some of the real 
searce types such as silver cents, 
extreme off-centers, and multiple 
strikes are out of the question, 
there are many errors which are 
scarce but the price rise has not 
yet affected them. Many collec- 
tors are discovering this new and 
exciting field and adding speci- 
mens to their collections. Within 
ation mounted in a plastic holder 
would enhance any collection. 
There are virtually hundreds of 
different varieties of errors and 
many errors are found with two 
or more different types of error 
on each coin such as a clipped 
thick planchet or multiple strikes 
off center. This is a small field at 
present, but the most rapidly 
growing. In the future it will ex- 
pand within 
surely most collectors will have 
incorporated a few type errors 
into their collection. 


I might as well, at this time, 
mention the nemisis of collectors 
—the fakes. These are coins man- 
ufactured at home to resemble 
rare and scarce coins, usually for 
dishonest profits. Although some 
reputable dealers and companies 
recent years many dealers are 
advertising them along with other 
offers attesting to their increas- 
ing popularity and ready market. 


A type mint error collection 
could include a clipped planchet 
from each of the 12 Kolit posi- 
tions, several flaked planchets 
(caused by improper anhealing of 
of the planchet at the mint), 
various filled numbers and let- 
ters, thin and thick planchets, 
weak strikes, flow coins, over- 
sized planchets, a few off-centers, 
etc. An entire set could be housed 
very attractively in a 
blank album. Among the many 
interesting errors are the flow 
coins which have wavy surfaces 
(poorly anhealed planchets). A 
set of these from each denomin- 
have made and produced facsim- 
iles of certain coins they are sold 


as such with the intent of fur-| 


thering the hobby (and their bus- 
iness?) and permitting collectors 
to own specimens of coins that 
otherwise would be unattainable. 
Mint errors are also very com- 
monly faked by unscrupulous 
persons. A beginner who is just 
starting to collect mint errors, 
or any other coin series should 
become acquainted with the fact 
that such things do happen. A 
collector with little experience 
could easily be fooled by imita- 
tions. The most commonly faked 
Lincoln error is the thin cent. 
Many cents are treated with a- 
cids which eat the metal fairly 


| evenly and leaves a ‘well struck” 
| but 


very thin cent. A genuine 
thin cent usually has relatively 
weak features and once a collec- 
tor has examined a genuine thin 
cent he won’t be fooled by fakes. 


As was mentioned before mint 
error ocllecting is the newest and 
fastest growing section of our 
Numismatic field. At present it 
is relatively untaped as compar-

regular | 


ed with the tremendous possibil- 
ities for assembling large col- 
lections, the many varieties, and 
with the novelty of the field. For 
new collectors it presents an op- 
portunity to pioneer a new field, 
not yet expanded or fully ex- 
plored by regular experienced 
collectors. For the advanced col- 
lector it represents new life for 
their collection—something new 
to renew waning interest. For 
the average collector it too un- 
folds something different and a 
nice addition to the regular col- 
lection. So mint errors hold some- 
thing new for everyone in the 
Numismatic fields. When a Col- 
lector is looking through rolls of 
coins he could very easily find 
mint errors too. I know this from 
first hand experience as I have 
assembled over 200 different var- 
ieties of mint errors by looking 
through Lincoln rolls. 

One final word to discouraged 
hopers of that “Big Find’’—“Seek
